The  whole  of  these  cases  belong  to  Cheshire,  23  of  them  being 
chargeable  to  the  County.  Of  the  94  patients  discharged  32 
belonged  to  Chester,  who,  in  January  last,  were  removed  to  Denbigh 
Asylum.

The  establishment,  during  tlie  year,  has  been  quite  free  from  any 
epidemic,  and  the  number  of  deaths  is  rather  below  the  average. 
The  Asylum  being  capable  of  holding  240  males  and  254  females, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  male  department  is  quite  full,  and  that 
only  a  few  vacancies  remain  for  females.  And  notwithstanding 
the  removal  of  some  of  the  harmless  and  chronic  cases  to  the  Work- 
houses,  several  applications  for  admission  of  males  have  been  refused. 

In  anticipation  of  the  Asylum  being  full,  your  Committee,  in  June 
last,  made  application  to  the  authorities  of  the  Denbigh,  Stafford, 
Haydock  Lodge,  and  other  Asylums  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood, 
to  ascertain  if  arrangements  could  be  made  with  them  for  receiving 
a  given  number  of  patients,  but  without  success. 

The  Guardians  of  Workhouses  being  empowered,  under  certain 
circumstances,  to  contract  for  the  reception  of  lunatics,  application 
was  also  made  to  all  the  Unions  in  the  County,  but  in  no  case  was 
there  the  requisite  accommodation.  Taking  40  as  the  average  in¬ 
crease  of  lunatics  per  annum  remaining  in  the  Asylum,  and  calcu¬ 
lating  that  it  will  take  three  years  to  erect  and  furnish  the  new 
building,  there  will  be  at  that  time  about  120  patients  ready  to 
occupy  it. 

Supposing  no  provision  is  made  for  these  patients,  they  must  either 
be  detained  in  Workhouses,  or,  at  a  much  larger  cost  than  that  for 
whidi  they  can  be  kept  here,  provided  for  in  Asylums  in  different 
parts  of  the  kingdom ;  and  your  Committee,  after  fully  considering 
the  matter,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  both  in  an  economical 
and  humane  point  of  view,  it  would  be  much  better  to  make  pro¬ 
vision  for  them  in  this  Asylum.  This  they  propose  doing  by  using 
some  of  the  present  day-rooms  as  Dormitories,  and  erecting  tem¬ 
porary  day-rooms  at  as  cheap  a  cost  as  possible.  They  have,  there¬ 
fore,  ordered  plans  and  estimates  to  he  made  for  such  buildings,  the 
total  cost  of  which  will  be  about  T800 ;  and  an  application  will  be  made 
to  the  Court  for  that  sum  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  the  project.

In  consequence  of  the  increased  price  of  provisions  your  Com¬ 
mittee  were  compelled,  in  March  last,  to  raise  the  rate  of  main¬ 
tenance  from  8s.  2d.  per  head  per  Aveek  (at  which  sum  it  had  re¬ 
mained  for  9  years)  to  that  of  8s.  9d,,  and  again,  in  July,  to  9s.  4d. 

In  Fehruary  last  Mr.  John  Norrish  was  appointed  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  at  a  salary  of  £100  per  annum,  in  the  room  of  Dr. 
Harper,  Avho  had  been  previously  elected  Superintendent. 

Appended  is  a  copy  of  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
made  at  a  visit  to  the  Asylum  in  the  month  of  May  last. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  feel  gratified  in  being  able  to  report 
that  under  the  superintendency  of  Dr.  Harper  the  affairs  of  the 
AsAdum  have  been  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  ;  and  that  to 
him,  and  the  various  officers  of  the  Institution,  their  thanks  are  due 
for  the  care  and  attention  bestowed  on  the  Lunatics  committed  to 
their  charge.

COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY  REPORT. 


Chester  County  Asylum, 

19th  July,  1866. 

This  Asylum  contains  474  patients,  of  whom  227  are  males,  and 
247  are  females. 

During  our  visit  yesterday  and  this  day  we  have  seen  them  all, 
and  have  inspected  every  part  of  the  establishment.  With  very  few 
exceptions,  in  the  female  division,  the  patients  were  remarkably  free 
from  excitement,  and  no  one  was  in  seclusion. 

As  regards  their  clothing  and  personal  appearance,  we  can  on  the 
whole  report  favourably ;  but  we  think  that  more  attention  should  be 
given  to  some  of  the  w^orst  cases  in  the  male  division,  and  efforts  be 
made  to  diminish  the  number  of  skeleton  dresses. 

The  bedding  throughout  was  in  the  best  order,  and,  owing  to  the 
care  and  attention  bestowed  upon  the  patients  during  the  night,  the 
number  of  wetted  or  soiled  beds  has  been  reduced  to  a  daily  average 
of  about  three  in  each  division. 

I  All  the  wards  were  clean  and  well  furnished.  In  the  bath  room 
and  lavatory  attached  to  No.  2  female  ward  we  perceived  an  un¬ 
pleasant  odour,  but  generally  the  ventilation  was  good  and  the  air 
pure.  Some  changes  are  proposed  in  the  lavatories,  and  in  one  of 
them  the  fixed  basons  have  been  removed.  They  will  ultimately  be 
done  away  with  altogether,  and  the  means  for  personal  washing  will 
be  provided  in  the  several  dormitories  and  single  rooms. 

As  regards  the  baths,  we  recommend  that  rules  for  the  guidance 
of  the  attendants  in  bathing  the  patients  should  be  drawn  up  and 
printed,  and  a  copy  be  hung  up  in  every  bath  room.

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Some  of  the  rooms  in  the  female  division  seemed  rather  crowded  ; 
we  have  therefore  made  enquiries  as  to  the  present  amount  of  vacant 
accommodation,  and  we  find  that  there  are  now  only  7  vacancies  in 
the  female,  and  13  in  the  male  division,  although  since  our  last  visit, 
in  February,  18G5,  5G  patients  belonging  to  the  County  of  Stafford 
and  City  of  Chester  have  been  removed.  It  seems,  therefore,  to  be 
necessary  that  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  for  the 
wants  of  the  County,  especially  as  all  the  neighbouring  Asylums  are 
full ;  and  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  subject  has  been  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Justices  in  Quarter  Session,  and  that  several 
sites  in  the  more  populous  division  of  the  County  have  been  examined. 

We  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  no  further  enlargement  of  this 
Asylum  would  be  desirable. 

The  occupations  and  amusements  have  been  reported  by  us  on 
former  occasions,  and  we  find  that  the  general  arrangements  are  the 
same  as  usual. 

The  Chaplain  still  continues  to  give  instruction  in  the  school,  and 
about  40  patients  of  each  sex  attend  regularly,  with  very  satisfactory 
results. 

Divine  service  is  performed  as  usual.  About  130  patients  of  each 
sex  are  present  at  each  of  the  services  on  Sunday,  and  from  70  to 
80  attend  the  daily  prayers. 

There  has  been  no  instance  of  restraint  since  the  last  visit,  and 
seclusion  has  been  employed  in  two  cases  only. 

Although  the  general  health  is  good,  and  we  found  very  few 
patients  in  bed,  there  are  many  old  paralytic  and  very  feeble  cases 
in  the  wards  ;  and  we  are  sorrv  to  find  that  from  some  of  the  Unions 
patients  are  still  sent  in  a  very  feeble  and  exhausted  condition. 
Indeed,  in  almost  every  instance,  the  newly-admitted  patients  are  in 
a  low,  under-fed  state,  and  it  is  found  necessary  at  once  to  place  them 
upon  extra  diet,  and  to  give  them  stimulants.

The  total  niimber  of  admissions  since  the  last  visit  has  been  212, 
of  whom  110  were  men,  and  102  women  ;  80  men  and  60  women 
have  been  discharged  ;  and  30  men  and  22  women  have  died. 

The  deaths  all  appear  to  have  been  from  ordinary  causes,  except 
in  the  case  of  a  man  who  died  from  the  effects  of  “  acute  mania, 
accelerated  by  fractured  ribs.”  A  coroner’s  inquest  was  held,  and  all 
the  details  of  the  case  were  transmitted  to  the  Board. 

At  the  last  visit  we  recommended  some  increase  in  the  number  of  the 
attendants,  and  we  find  that  one  additional  nurse  has  been  engaged, 
and  is  employed  in  No.  2  Ward,  which  is  used  as  a  kind  of  reception 
or  probationary  ward. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  19  in  the  male,  and 
17  in  the  female  division.  These  numbers  include  the  head  at¬ 
tendants,  and  also  two  women  who  assist  in  the  male  ward,  and  the 
two  laundry  maids  on  the  women’s  side. 

We  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  patients  at  dinner,  and  had 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  quality  of  the  food,  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  served. 

We  can  again  report  very  favourably  of  the  condition  of  the 
Asylum. 

Dr.  Harper  succeeded  Dr.  Brushfield  in  March  last,  and  the 
Institution  has  lost  none  of  its  efficiencV  since  he  has  had  chars'e 
of  it.

My  Loeds  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  Thirteenth  Thirteenth  Annual 

Keport. 

Annual  Rmport  on  the  condition  of  this  Asylum,  with 
the  Statistical  Tables. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1866,  there  were  in  the  Number  of  Patients. 
Institution  474  patients.  During  the  year  there  were 
admitted  137.  The  number  discharged  was  94,  of 
which  43  w'ere  recoveries.  The  deaths  amounted  to 
36.  There  remained  on  the  1st  of  January,  1867,  481 
inmates. 

The  number  admitted  during  1866  was  17  less  than  Admissions, 
in  the  previous  year.  This,  in  some  measure,  is  to  be 
attributed  to  the  circumstance  of  the  male  side  being  on 
several  occasions  quite  full,  with  the  consequent  inability 
to  receive  cases,  w'hich  had  therefore  to  be  otherwise 
provided  for  by  their  respective  Unions.  When,  owing 
to  the  discharge  or  death  of  patients,  vacancies  occurred, 
they  were  speedily  filled  again  by  the  admission  of  others. 

jli  In  order  to  make  suitable  provision  for  the  constantly  provision  for 
I  increasing  number  of  patients,  and,  pending  the  erection  Patients, 
of  the  proposed  Asylum  for  the  North-East  Division  of  the 
County,  it  is  intended  to  extend  the  accommodation  by  the 
erection  of  temporary  buildings  attached  to  the  present 
Asylum.  The  advantage  of  this  plan  is  obvious ;  for, 
while  on  the  one  hand  there  is  frequently  considerable 
difficulty  and  delay  in  providing  for  the  disposition  of 
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Lunatics  by  their  removal  to  Asylums  situated  in  other 

Importance  of  early  Counties,  Oil  the  other  hand,  the  patients  themselves  will

Patients  to  Asylums  greatly  benefited  by  lessening  the  motive  to  retain 
acute  cases  in  Workhouses ;  it  being  a  fact  well  known 
to  all  experienced  in  the  observation  of  mental  diseases, 
that  delay  in  the  treatment  of  recent  acute  cases  too 
often  results  in  retarding  the  recovery,  or -in  causing  the 
degeneration  from  a  curable  into  a  chronic  incurable  state.

One  patient,  a  man,  on  admission  was  found  to  have 
several  bruises  on  various  parts  of  his  body,  and  shortly 
afterwards  was  discovered  to  be  suffering  from  fractured 
ribs,  evidently  the  result  of  violence  previous  to  his 
admission  into  the  Asylum, 


Not  Insane.  female,  transferred  from  another  Asylum,  exhibited 

no  symptoms  of  insanity,  and  was  consequently  dis¬ 
charged  as  not  being  insane.

amounted  to  but  43  ;  a  smaller  number  than  in  the  last 
two  previous  years.  This  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  of  a  larger  per  centage  than  usual  of  the  inmates 
being  in  a  hopelessly  incurable  state.

and  Unimproved,  unimproved  was  51,  of  which  number  32  chargeable  to 
the  Chester  Incorporation,  were  transferred  to  the  Den¬ 
bigh  Asylum. 


The  death  rate  during  1866  is  below  the  average  of  the 
last  five  years,  being  only  7 '72  per  cent,  on  the  daily 
number  resident,  and  5*89  percent,  on  the  total  number 
under  treatment.

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An  inquest  was  held  in  one  case,  that  of  a  female  who  Inquest, 
died  within  six  hours  of  her  admission,  of  exhaustion 
after  acute  mania,  and  who,  it  was  feared,  had  been 
neglected  before  she  was  brouglit  to  the  Asjdum  ;  and 
the  jury  returned  a  verdict  to  the  effect  that  the 
deceased  died  by  the  visitation  of  God,  from  natural 
causes,  and  added  that  death  was  accelerated  by  ill- 
treatment,  want  of  proper  food,  and  the  miserable  hovel 
she  lived  in. 

None  of  the  other  cases  require  special  comment.  General  Paralysis,

As  usual,  general  paralysis  claimed  a  large  proportion  Death, 
of  victims,  the  most  noticeable  circumstance  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  being  the  number  (4)  of  cases  of  this 
disease  occurring  in  females. 

No  case  of  suicide  has  happened  during  the  year,  Suicide, 
although  attempts  at  self-destruction  before  admission 
into  the  Asylum  were  made  in  thirteen  instances. , 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good,  and  General  Health, 
no  disease  of  an  epidemic  nature  has  occurred. 


All  the  male  patients,  whose  mental  and  bodily  con-  Employment  of 
dition  would  admit  of  it,  have  been  actively  employed  in 
the  grounds,  in  assisting  the  various  artisan  attendants, 
and  in  the  wards  ;  and  a  large  number  of  females  have 
1  also  been  industriously  occupied  as  ward  cleaners,  in  / 
i  assisting  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry,  and  in  needlework. 

Various  amusements,  such  as  dances,  concerts,  card  Amusements, 
parties,  Ac.  have  been  continued  for  the  recreation  of 
the  patients ;  and  it  is  interesting  and  gratifying  to 
observe  the  pleasure  as  well  as  actual  benefit  conferred 
on  many  by  these  means  of  mental  diversion. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  record  that.  Conduct  of  Officers 
as  a  rule,  the  conduct  of  the  Officers  and  Attendants 
has  been  very  satisfactory.

Cheshire  County  Asylum, 

March  19th,  1867. 

My  I.ords  and  Centlemen, 

It  is  again  rnv  duty  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Official 
Report  for  the  past  3'ear. 

I  beg  to  inform  you  tliat  Divine  Service  has  been  regularly  cele¬ 
brated  in  the  Chapel  throughout  the  year  by  me,  with  the  exception 
of  a  very  few  occasions  (when  the  duty  has  been  performed  by  some 
other  Clergyman)  twice  on  each  Sunday,  and  once  on  Friday.  Daily 
Prayers  have  also  been  said  every  other  day  in  the  Recreation  Hall. 
The  Chapel  is  completely  tilled  every  Sunday,  the  average  congre¬ 
gation  being  about  300 ;  indeed,  more  patients  might  attend  the 
service  if  there  was  room  for  them.  The  Holy  Communion  has 
been  celebrated  as  usual  four  times  in  the  year. 

The  Schools,  botli  male  and  female,  are  well  attended,  and  the 
progress  is  satisfactory.  The  Female  School  was  suspended  for  a 
few  weeks,  in  consequence  of  the  illness  of  the  Nurse,  who  conducted 
it,  but  it  has  now  commenced  again.  There  is  an  average  attendance 
of  35  males  and  38  females.  The  Singing  Class  meets  each  Friday 
evening,  for  the  practice  of  the  Hymns,  &c.  to  be  used  on  the 
following  Sunday,  at  which  many  of  the  Attendants  and  some  of  the 
Patients  regularly  attend  ;  and  I  feel  sure  that  a  Choral  Service  is 
attended  wdth  a  very  good  effect  in  an  Asylum,  as  it  keeps  up  the 
attention  of  the  Patients,  which  otherwise  would  be  very  liable  to  be 
wearied.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  very  great  throughout  the  whole 
service,  and  has  often  been  the  subject  of  commendatory  remark  by 
any  Clergyman  who  has  officiated  for  mm,  as  well  as  by  any  strangers 
who  may  chance  to  have  been  present. 

The  stock  of  Books  for  distribution  in  the  Wards  is,  I  am  sorry 
to  say,  becoming  very  small,  for  necessarily  many  are  destroyed,  it 
being  hardly  possible  to  prevent  them  being  occasionally  torn  up  by 
mischievous  Patients  ;  besides  which,  they  have  been  in  constant 
use  for  several  years.

In  concluding  this  Report,  it  gives  me  much  satisfaction  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  good  moral  conduct  of  the  Attendants,  and  their 
kind  treatment  generally  of  the  Patients  under  their  care.
